The Utica I/emhl, editorially, says :- 
For a country with only -1, 350,0 3 J 
inhabitantN the Dominion of Canada 
has accomplished and is in the midst of 
many great public works. It lia.slate 
Iv shown a zeal and enterprise not ai 
all corresjionding to the traditioiia 
character of its inhabitants. With 
732,277 less people than the single 
State of New York, within a few yearn 
it has completed the Lachine and tin; 
enlarged Welland canals, as well as 
others along the St. Lawrence, and huH 
undertaken the great railway line across 
the continent, from Montreal to Vic- 
toria. The enlarged Welland is really 
the greatest work of the kind on the 
continent, and has not been acconiplisli 
ed without the outlay of luillioiis. Its 
twenty-four locks, each two humlri'i 
and seventy feet long by forty li\tr 
wide, can novi- lift a vessel of nearly 
two thousand tons burthen from the 
Lake Ontario level to that of Lake 
Erie. The single city of Montreal hu.s 
made enormous progress. From 1809 
to 1879 its e.xjiorts increased from 
730,000 to S-2t),C5G,000 in value. Its 
fine docks of solid masonry now extend 
for miles along its front, and are be- 
lieved to be beyond any others in either 
country. The very large ocean steam 
ers, drawing twenty four feel of water, 
tind no difliculty in coniing up to them, 
though loaded with four or five thous- 
and tons of cargo. And these outward 
signs have not been without the solid 
backing which comes from increased 
manufactures, increased commerce and 
trade, and an inci-eased power to pro- 
duce. More land is under cultivation, 
and under belter cullivalion. The 
dairy products have made great Ljaiiis. 
There are this fall to be large e.\hli)itions 
of manufactures and agricultural pro- 
ducts in the cities Toronto, ]\Ioiilreal, 
and'Halifa^i and all premise to Ik; 
creditalsle.

If this country ever grows to be 
great, ricR and prosiierous, it will be 
b}' the ilevelopuiciic ami oiicoiini^t'iiu'iiL 
of produDliou, wliicli slioiilil lio stimu- 
lated bv all niPniiH luul in every way 
consistent witli the laws of supply ami 
demand. The aim of every man wlio 
is intei'ested in tliia city .should be to 
endenvor to make Victoria a workshop 
— a teeming liivo of liuniaii industry; 
capable of turning out iniuiy of the arti- 
L'les that are numufactured in other 
parts of the world and consuincd here. 
In all sections of this liroad [iro\ im-e 
there is a growing disposition to patron- 
ize home production, to use — all thin^js 
being equal -articles that Imvc been 
grown or nianufacturod in the proviiu'C 
in preference to imported articles of 
.similar grade. While nroseciitinj,' 
enquiries at the mainlaml lisheries 
and lumber nailla wo were more 
than gratified to recognize in the 
storehouses and sho]is coinicctetl with 
the establishments Imots ami shoes 
from the Bri.MdNr ami 1 1 iiai'iuiux 
factorieii; soap from J'l:.^■|)i^A^ .v ( 'o. ; 
coflee from 1-'ki.l a- Co., II. S.\rNiii;i;s', 
L Stemlek's and J, l'"ixi,.\ y.sdx s; ma 
chinory and boilers from Srit.^Ti s, 
Shaw & KfXAH and Doioai.i.'s works; 
wagons from several Victoria makers; 
oatmeal from Bu.vnc.M.VN-'s mill at 
Saanich; Hour from il.WNF.s it Lo\i:i.i.'s 
of Victoria;lJEYWOon'shams and liamn; 
and crackers from Nkshitt's bakery. 
We were told that the coii-^iimpt ion 
of all these articles is very lar^e and 
that local manufactured goods are as 
good, in some rcKpccts better, !Uid near 
Iv always cheaper, than tlie inipoi'ti'd 
articles. This is a record to which 
Victoria manufacturers may jioinl with 
pride. Handicapped at lirst in (heir 
own markets by an unreasonable and 
groundless prejudice against local made 
goods, they have steadily progressed, 
and under the favorable inlhicm e of a 
high protective tarifl" have distanced 
their foreign conijietilors, 'I'lic local 
marki.'ts, forthefirsl timesiiicethe settle 
mcnt of the province, are falling into 
the hands of local producers. Turt^ing 
from manufactures it will be seer, ' ' 
all of the beef and learly all of . 
Hiutton consumed in the province are 
taken from British Columbia's own 
pastures, that much of the vegetables 
and grain used arc raised in the i)ro- 
vince, and that there is a steady and 
ever-increasing demand for farm pro- 
ducts of every description in jirefer 
ence to those brought from abioad after 
having undergone for .several day s the 
sweating process on shipboard. 

But although there is found cause 
for congratulation in the steady jiro- 
grass that is being made in the branches 
of industry to which wehave referred, 
there still exists great room for im- 
provement; there are still vast and uii 
occupied fields that await the invest 
ment of capital ere they can be suc- 
cessfully cultivated. 'I'liere is a great 
and growing need of a woolen mill. All 
British Columbia's wool is sent abroail 
to be returned, after the payment of 
heavy duties, in a maniifactureil form. 
The drain of wealth launed by this 
mistaken policy is very great and its 
voluraeisincreasedannually. Then there 
is a considerable consumption of paper, 
the raw material for which can neither 
be sold nor given away; eonsei|ueiitly 
has to be burned. Tin- taiili pro 
tects the Canadian sugai' iradeirom 
the attacks of foreign niiuiufact nrers 
and holds out especial iudiu'einents for 
the introduction of raw sugar ami its 
refining here ; yet no company has as 
yet been found to coraracneea refinery 
even upon a small scale. Tliore 
are many other articles that can l>o and 
ought to be made here and iliu prodnc 
l.ion of which woiiM be Inulily protita 
ble to those who might engage in them. 
But beyond nntl above all these it is 
desirable that the provincial farming 
lands should bo thrown open to setth;- 
ment. In place of being loidied up as 
they have boon for si'voral years the 
lands along the line of railway sIkjuKI 
bo even now in the hands of actual 
settler.s, and an intelligent and well- 
considered scheme of immigration 
should have been arranged years ago. 
The Dominion and the Provincial gov- 
ernments combined should l)e in .a posi 
tion to throw into the ]irnviiice ."iiinO 
immigrants each year for the nev t live 
years, and after that period an inrreaK- 
ed nuinbi'r yearly. The country ic- 
quires an adtiition to its agricultural 
population. It wattts //.■* ^iMtlcd 
up. In no other way can llie |)rovinco 
live within itself. Thai is the lirst 
great requirement, oihcr things will 
follow as naturally as walir seeks its 
level. With population will .omi' 
capital, anil ca]iilal will meet and o\i'r- 
come the obstacles that now aci as a 
bar to the country's jirogiess. .After 
the lands have been thrown open, to 
secure a thrifty agrirultund pojiu 
lation it must be shown that we possess 
a proper ajipreciation of our duty to 
that (Jesirable class. By every legiti 
mate means within reach the coiuit ry 
must demonstrate that it ii prepared 
to encourage production ; to sus 
tain the efforts of cultivators and 
atockraisers to make the |iro- 
vince self supporting. If is with 
pleasure wo observe u uioveineuL on 
foot to establish in this city a society 
to secure the holding of an annual fair 
upon an extensive and practical basis. 
'jjSnouW the scheme fall'" into proper 
OliJUi'ds ' it will prove ; 'one of the 
most beneficent and valuable yet 
inaucurated in the province. We 
would strongly and earnestly urge 
upon all persons v.-ho fet^l an interest in 
the advancement of the country to en- 



courage with their presence and their 
active aid the establishment of the 
most ncce.ssary institution of an an- 
nual fair to be held at Victorui and 

to extend over three or four days.

great disaster which all must lieariily 
deplore and which, in .some instances, 
falls almost as heavily upon Victoria 
as upon ^'alo merchants. The c().-,t of 
,M)0 feet of hose would not e\, , e l .-rr'iO 
and it might be the means nf sninu' 
much valuable property from ruin Is 
the idea worthy of adoption <

joindorbyJlr. Poarso. 

To TltK KlUTolt: — .\bsence fren, \ ic 
toria has prevented, until now, my re 
plying to a letter of ^\v. Itichard 
Cridge'.i dateil l lth inst., enclnsnu; a 
certificate given bv me to hiin. 

Mr, Cridge savs inth.ai leiiei-tliat 
the cert ilicate ''was obtaim il from .M i- 
Peavse shortlv after his evaniinat ion 
before the selectcommittee of the in. use 
of assembly in rc.spon.se to a re.piest to 
contradict a statement which he made 
before the committee. ' The love and 
respect which f hear to Mr. fridge's 
fatlier, who is one of my oldest friends 
in this province, forbid me to , liarac 
terize in fitting language this attempt 
to prove me guilty of giving untruthful 
evidence before the committee of the 
house bv ]iublisliing a cert ilicate under 
my haml wdiicli a]ipe:irs at llrsi sieht 
to contradict that evideiu'e. Tin' faiis 
of the case are these; 

I stated in niy e\ iiience bebnc the 
committee of the house "that .Me.ssr.s. 
Mahood it Cridge, the contractors for 
the city survev, iiid not Inii-.h their 
work. That^Ir. i lands lini'hed i( 
subject to check and verifieal irci liy ihi' 
couimisriioners." That this is iroi- can 
he easilv verified, iinthe 'J I ■ I Man-h 
:Mr. ('ridge called mv alleniioii in 
writing to this statemeii', and asseiMed 
that he had not only c:omp!etei| his 
contract, but that he bad <lone some 
extra work besides, and concluded bs 
asking me "to make the (imr-nJ'' in this 
matter." On the "I'lnd March I i-eolied 
ill writing.showing that he and .Mi-..\la 
hood bad not completetl their coiitr.ict, 
and pointing out in detail the portions 
left unfinished by them. I also pointed 
out to hini thai the failure of idmself 
ami his part ner I o complele the work 
undertaken by them bad been the 
cause of all the trouble, inasmueh as 
the Act of b'sSO was draw n upon the 
assumption that the survey would 
liavebeen couipleled by the conn-actors 
and in the time agreed upon. Toiiiis Ir t 
ter ^fr. Cridge rejilied on the L'lth 
March thanking me for my |irompt .at 
tention to bis letter, ami instead of 
provinL' that he had lini-he.l tliiiM> |i,)r 
tionsof 1 hesiliwcy w liich I had indicaled 
as iiicoin]ilete, went into a rambling 
statement of extra work perfoimcd, 
and of his view of the spociticai ion and 
contract. He llion continues: '''I'he 
rea.sons I hail fur ilrawing your attiai 
tion to tlii.s matter were twofold; 1st, 
Ah this evidence is printed and will he 
permantMitly on recoril in the sessional 
]i..pers, T do not think that what you 
said, although of course unintentionally, 
gave a fair idea of the (piestioii, as Mr. 
II arris certainly had notbiii'j to do 
w it h tinisbing the survey. 

To this I (.-an onlv sav licit the evi 
pence given by me was i,i/rii.u-/;/ uti'-ii- 
lloniil and that I gave it calmly and 
with full knowledge of all the facts of 
the case. The statement that .Mr. 
Harris "l;ad nothing to do with Criisli- 
ing the survey" is palpably untrue, and 
can be proved to be so by anyone in

I ery. We were fortunate enongli to inootMr. 
Jug. Kaymur, tho resident repiosonta- 
five of the company, who showed in 
over the whole establiahinont and oxphiin- 
ed tho ditl'oront appliances, Eome already 
I Giiislied, others but in course of coiistnu- 
I tioii, to our uninitiated mind. The cum- 
I pany, consisting of sonie4 or5 persons, coin- 
I biniiig extensive capital with a practical 
I knowledge of the bu.»inoss, after pur- 
! chasing the site whore the fishery sl.inda 
I Inive put up their buildings on i most 
I substantial and [loniianonl [ilati. .\ whavf 
I 100 feet long, to l)o coiit iiiiiod yot anolhor 
; 80 feet further on (he arrival of tho re- 
([uisito piles, will command a deptli of wa- 
ter of 17 feet at tho lowest stage of the 
tide. Here it is, to tho foot of the wharf, 
Uiat the fisherinen will biing tlioir boat 
loads of herring, emptying thotii into a 
capacious truck fitted with a ciano and 
other lioistiiig gear. The lish are then to 
bo slioveled into tranicars, witli a move- 
able slide. These car? are hauled by an 
endless chain up a tramw.-iy, laid mi a 
'slip" or iiiclinod plane, the loaded l ais 
passing on its way ilio omply oiu's. At 
tho lop of the slip is a platfoiiii, also wide 
oiiougli for the cars to jiass one another, 
limning between a double row of tanks, 
into wliich the contents of each car are 
severally dumped through the moveable 
side already mentioned. In these tanks 
the fish are boilod in salt water, or: account 
of tlie greater htat obtained than in fresh 
water, for a pcriotl of about twenty mill- 
titos. Thoy are tlioii sulijectod to u gentle 
sipioe/.o at tho liands of a -0-t(jii sloani 
press, after which final pat on the 
back iVfr. Herring, now disguised as oil, 
descends by a pipe leading thitlior in a 
slimy stream into a vat which is placed 
ready for his rocoption imiuediatcly be- 
low. These vats are four in number, two 
capable of holding -tOO gallons apiece, and 
two others, on a lower tier, into which tho 
oil is again conducted by pipes, capable 
of holding about 000 gallons each. 
By this process the oil is con- 
siderably luirified, as the fouler sub- 
stance sink to the bottom of the high- 
er v.-it, and nothing but the pure oil de- 
scendu 1 liroiigh the dr.iin-pipos into tho 
lower. These vats are lillod with coils cif 
pipe into which steam bi i, '"oroed the 
oil is subjoctetl to a temper- > - j of some- 
thing like 150"' above boiling point. The 
water in which the fish has been boiled is 
meantime run out tliniugh a wastepipe, 
and the ofl'al is caiefiiUy waahed in tepid 
water, so that whatever oil may remain 
lloats to the surface and is thus secured. 
In the only tiahery of the kind which ex- 
isted before in this province bolonginu 
to Kii.stro A Hanson, the otl'al was tlioio 
dinnpod anywlioro out of tho way, and 
was useful for no other ijurpose but for 
breedin;; myriad.s of loathsome vermin. 
Such a proceeding doubtless in the course 
of time would have proved most trouble- 
some to the herring tribe and would have 
been tho moans of killing the goose that 
lays tho golden egg. "Wocfui waste 
makes woe'ul want, "and the present com- 
pany instead of wasting tho refuse are of 
<>piuion that with proper treatment it will 
prove a greater source of profit than even 
the oil itself, viz. , as guano. Tho pr(d>- 
loni at pre.sent to bo solved is how In.'st to 
dry it and preserve the ammonia. It wa.s 
iiiteniled at one timo to revolve it in heat 
ed cylinders, as inasmuch as tho herring 
season is from November to Alarch {/'. r. 
ill the winter months) it would be impos- 
sible to follow up the eastern plan 
of aun drying. The scheme which 
seems to recommend itself most 
aiui whicli will in all probability bo .adopt- 
eil, is to dry it on iron plates, heated fo a 
pitch to be i\eterminod by oxporimont, in 
a room specially oonstructod for th.o pur 
pose, in tho roar of the main l)iiildiiig, 
where it will bo constantly tiirnod after , 
tho mode of haymaking till it is jmU up 
dry and comparatively odorless in b.igs 
ready for market. This drying process is 
calculatoil to take about an hour, and from i 
the excessive heat and stench will doubt- i 
less form a desirable billot for some John ] 
Chinaman. The warehouse for storing 
tlie oil is ill a spacious building, 100 fret 
long by 50 wide, and i.s capable of storing 
from 40 to 7.''> thousand gallons. At jire- 
.sont tho company are buying up old bar- 
rels, wherever available, l)ut intend before 
the "run" coinmenuos to secure the ser- 
vicoH of a cooper and nmniifartiire their 
own tiarrols on tho spot. The markots 
will bo cbiutly local and English for oil, 
and almost exclusively English for the 
guano. Tho water is brought a distance of 
about lliOO feet from the summit of a hill 
in the roar, and is conducted in an under- 
ground cedar tlumo — the wood being con- 
sidered preferable to iron pipes iu ease 
Jack Frost should play any iiii.sooiiily 
tricks in the winter months. It isoxjioct 
ed that about 30 mm in all will be riii 
ployed, ami tho capacity of the cnncorn is 
estimated at about H'OO gallons ])0r dimn, 
cominanding a price of from - to ?, bits 
per gallon. It is satisfactory to know 
that all tho required machinery, including 
'J boilers, engine, .qtcain press and appur- 
tenances have boon manufactured in Vic- 
toria, thus not only saving the import 
duty, but keeping so much money in tho 
l)rovinco. The oil is intended to be of 
tlio purest and best description; no ilocay- 
od or iinwh(dos.ime fiali to be usihI in its 
nianufactiiro, and to be lit for iiiacliino 
oil, as well as for the coarser uses of light- 
ing, etc. Tho company, by opening: iij) a 
new industry in this way, certainly de- 
.lorve the utmost success ill their under- 
taking — the only one of its kind in the 
province- and to ensure it, only one tiling 
seems necessary, viz. : these herring geri- 
tlomen must not begin to put on " frills " 
or, apeing the liabits of their big brothers, 
the salmon, docliuo to run except in cer 
tain years. .So far tho run has never 
been known to fail, .ind as the quantity is 
practically iiiiliniitad, there seems little 
reason for alarm in that ipiartor. The 
colder and wetter the season, as a rule, 
the thicker the herring, and, as lar as our 
oxperiencu of Biirrard Inlet goes, they 
need never have tin excuse, at least as far 
as the wet part of the business is concern- 
ed. .\fter all, it is ■somntliiiig to retloct 
that the climate itgreej even witli— a her- 
ring !
